New Y 6 rlc.—It has been- estimated 
that for every wireless message sent 
and .received there are sent more than 
300,000 -messages over the wires. Wi.-i 
this in-mind, it.is-easy to-see that-an 
improvement or invention that great¬ 
ly facilitates the sending of messages 
in the old way is of greater present 
day value than the discovery of a 
system or principle which will prob¬ 
ably remain in the experimental stage 
for at least a score of years more. 

Two such inventions and discov¬ 
eries have been made recently, or 
rather, which, if capable of ac¬ 
complishing what the inventors as¬ 
sert, must produce a change, amount¬ 
ing almost to a revolution, in the or¬ 
dinary telegraph of every day life. 

The first of these inventions is the 
work of an American, J. C. Bare.ay, 
assistant general manager of tue 
Western Union Telegraph Company. 
The invention consists of the adapta¬ 
tion of the typewriter to the tele¬ 
graph and the substitution of a type¬ 
written message, given at full type¬ 
writer speed, for the slow and labori¬ 
ous code of the Morse alphabet. By 
the use of his appliance, according to 
Mr. Barclay, a person may sit at a 
typewriter in one city and hammer 
out his message as fast as he is able, 
while a similar typewriting machine 
in another city at the other end of .the 
line takes down the message iu identi¬ 
cally the same way it is given, capi¬ 
tals, punctuation and all. 

It is obvious what a saving of time 
and labor this means. According to 
Mr. Barclay the sender needs to know 
onlj r how to operate a typewriter. 
The receiver needs only to keep the 
machine supplied with paper. 

Mr. Barclay said recently that he 
had -been at work on his invention for 
a long time and had overcome all de¬ 
fects. 

Mr. Barclay said that there were 
reasons why he could not now give 
out a technical description of the ma¬ 
chine In use or allow the machine it¬ 
self to be seen. When these reasons 
are done away with he will issue a 
description of the patent and give a 
public exhibition of its work. 

The second invention which seems 
destined to work a great change in 
methods of telegraphing is the work 
of two Austrian scientists, and is 
known as the Pollak-Virag telegraph 
Instrument. The results claimed to 
have been achieved by this instru¬ 
ment ai - much more wonderful in 
their way than those accomplished by 
Barclay in his adaptation of the type¬ 
writer to use in telegraphing. 

The inventors of the Pollak-Virag 
telegraph instrument assert that by 
their system t.hhy can send without' 
undue haste from 40,000 to 50,000 
words an hour, and that it is received 
in good legible handwriting which 
need not be translated. 

How this is done it is not so easy 
to explain or understand. The techni¬ 
cal description given by the inven¬ 
tors is far too complicated for the 
layman to get anything from. As 
nearly as it can be described the sys¬ 
tem is about as follows, says the 
Brooklyn Eagle. 

The message to be transmitted is 
converted into telegraphic dots and 
dashes on a “perforator” that looks 
like a typewriter. The perforator 
punches in a slip of paper a series of 
small holes that correspond to the 
form of letters. The slip is passed

over a series of cylinders and electric 
waves, find their way through the 
prepared holes and come out at the 
other end in the same sequence in 
which th'ey were sent. 

In recording the letters the system 
calls in the aid of photography. The 
electric waves are conveyed to n i'*- 11 - 
mirror and they cause the mirror to 
move in two directions, horizontal 
and vertical. Electric light is focused 
on the mirror and sent by it to a sen- 
eitized paper. The mirror moves 
only the smallest fraction of a. milli¬ 
meter and the exposure of the sensi¬ 
tized paper is only the thousandth 
part of a second, but legibh writing 
at the, rate of fifteen a second. 

The motions of the mirror are only 
two, vertical and horizontal. If pro¬ 
duced slowly the letters would be 
angular, but the rapidity of the 
flashes with the movement of the 
paper film give the finished message 
the appearance of handwriting. De¬ 
veloping and fixing the message takes 
ten seconds.

Cabbies’ New Measuring Device. 

Paris.—The new 1 device known as 
the “taxameter,” consisting of a 
clock-work arrangement for measur¬ 
ing distance and indicating the exact 
amount of the. fare was placed in a 
limited number of cabs 
Tihe fare Is 75 centimes for 1,200 
meters. The trial appeared to be 
satisfactory and the apparatus will 
probably gradually be adopted by the 
various companies. 

Cabbies that have tried It are pleas¬ 
ed with the system and think they 
can make more money than by the 
old method. 


Mr. Carnegie’s Example. 

Mr. Andrew' Carnegie was criticis¬ 
ed when he began to establish libra¬ 
ries because he did not invest his 
money for other educational pur¬ 
poses. Much stress was laid on 
charity. Yet Mr. Carnegie’s defcision 
may have the effect of reducing the 
need of charity to an extent of a 
hundredfold greater than could have 
been the area of' mere relief. 

According to a statement prepar¬ 
ed by Mr. Carnegie’s private secre¬ 
tary, Mr. Carnegie already has ap¬ 
propriated more than $39,000,000 
for the establishment of 1,209 libra¬ 
ries in the United States, Canada, 
England, Ireland, Scotland,! Porto 
Rico, New Zealand, Tasmania and 
the West Indies. The allotments 
for the United States amount to 
$29,094,080, and those for the other 
countries mentioned $10,131,160, 
making a total of $89,325,240,

Excels Other Forms In the Production 
of Red Blood Corpuscles. 

A series of experiments, conducted 
by Dr. Philip B, Hawk, demonstrator 
of physiological chemistry at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, has proved 
that swimming is the most beneficial 
eircise, He visited the dressing rooms 
at the athletic field, and immediately 
before each athlete left for'his exer¬ 
cise drew blood frpm him by. means of 
the regularly prepared sterile needle. 
Then, when the athlete returned to 
the dressing room, after running, 
Jumping,, pole-vaulting or engaging in. 
water polo,, the needle would again be 
| brought into play, and a second sam¬ 
ple of blood drawn. Analysis of the 
blood, to discover how far each exer¬ 
cise increased the number of red cor¬ 
puscles, showed that water polo* and 
other forms of swimming resulted in 
the largest increase. The swimming 
exercises were thus shown to be the 
most beneficial; for the greater the 
number of red corpuscles the richer 
is the blood. Swimming resulted in 
an average increase of 21 per cent, .as 
against 17 per cent, for the next best 
exercise—short distance running. 

After one of these examinations, 
during the athletic season, while the 
men were in the pink of condition and , 
exerting themselves to the utmost. Dr. 
Hawk found the following results, in 
round numbers, from the count of the 
blood corpuscles: Percentage of gain 
after the 100-yard dash, 25; 125-yard 
hurdles, 21.5; half-mile run, 18; mile 
run, 14; two-mile run, 9; broad jump, 

| six jumps, 15; three-minute water 
polo game, 27. 

The blood of the average college 
athlete contains 5,000,000 red cor¬ 
puscles per cubic millimeter, while 
that of the average man contains but 
from 4,500,000 to 5,000,000. Exercise 
increases the number of these corpus¬ 
cles by bringing into circulation a 
great number of cells that ordinarily 
lie inactive. In addition to showing 
that swimming is the best means of 
awakening" these corpuscles, Dr. 
Hawk’s experiments indicated that, in 
all forms of exercise, the briefer ef¬ 
forts produce better results than the 
longer efforts. Running 100 yards 
caused an increase of 25 per cent, in 
the number of red corpuscles, while a 
two-mile run resulted in an increase 
of but 9 per cent. Short dashes on a 
bicycle produced an increase of 16 
per cent.; longer bicycle rides of but 
10 per cent.—World’s Work.

Ball Bearing Guns. 

According' to a special American 
correspondent to the London Times, 
Mr. O. C. Cullen of the United States 
has made an important improvement 
in the rifling of guns. He cuts a num¬ 
ber of spiral grooves, circular in out¬ 
line (which correspond to the old 
form of rifling), in the barrel. These 
grooves are filled with hard steel 
balls, a small surface of each ball pro¬ 
jecting into the gun chamber. The 
bullet is itself of hard steel, aud fits 
tightly against the balls. When mov¬ 
ing through the barrel it runs on 
these balls (which rotate) instead of 
forcing its way through the rifling. 

Mr. Cullen claims 40 per cent, great¬ 
er average velocity, penetration, and 
range than can be obtained with the 
old form of rifling. His 303 gun has 
a muzzle velocity of 3,200 foot sec¬ 
onds, a point blank range of 650 yards, 
and its bullet will penetrate 117 one 
inch boards, against the 72 of the 
present British service rifle. New 
bails are required after about 3,000 
discharges. Japan is said to now have 
in use twenty of Mr. Cullen’s six 
pounders and one four-inch 
built by him. 

In reading this story, which is cer¬ 
tainly true to the extent that Mr. 
Cullen was granted a United States 
patent on a ball-bearing gun in March, 
1902, one naturally thinks of the diffi¬ 
culty and expense of cutting these 
longitudinal grooves of circular out¬ 
line on the inferior surface of the bar¬ 
rel; of the fact that the spaces be¬ 
tween the rows of balls would allow 
the gas of the explosion to escape 
around the sides of the bullet, and 
thus decrease instead of increase its 
muzzle velocity, and, finally, that sev¬ 
eral rows of loose freely-rolling balls 
blight not be effective in imparting a 
rotary motion to the bullet, which is, 
of course, the purpose of the rifling. 
It is probably safe to say that Japan’s 
possession of several of Mr. Cullen’s 
guns and her wonderful military suc¬ 
cesses is a coincidence, rather than a 
case of cause and effect.

Early Failures in Life. 

Talking in his laboratory after an 
exhaustive twenty-hour-day of labor, 
Edison sai.d that three failures nearly 
always preceded one success. This 
referred to signal failures, not to or¬ 
dinary disappointments. It is not 
generally known that wheii Edison 
was working at his phonograph he 
was repeatedly disappointed in his 
efforts to perfect it, and more than 
once he was utterly discouraged and 
at the point of abandoning-it. -..The 
same has been true of hii more re¬ 
cent storage battery, which has near¬ 
ly reached a point of efficient suc¬ 
cess. The failuies which, ,<he en¬ 
countered were sufficient to dis’Cour- 
age a less determined spirit,-:,.,, 

“Why, I had gone to bed complete 
]y exhausted a score of times”’ he ex¬ 
plained, <‘and fully confident that I 
would never resume work again on 
my patents. I suppose a list of my 
best inventions carries tales of woe 
and sorrow which the public knows 
nothing of. They represent some-- 
thing more than my work; they are 
-my life blood. An inventor’s work 
is not so pleasant as some imagine, 
for he must toil and grope around in 
the dark all alone. He doesn’t dare 
.if-lj bf his hopes and dreams to an¬ 
other for feat the latter w-ill steal 
his ideas. He is also tormented with 
the fear that nothing will come from 
his study and thought. When the 
idea does flash upon his mindit seems 
little less than a miracle. • He can’t 
understand it any more than he could 
Jthej.dea itself before it became clear 
io him, 

“Accidental discoveries? Oh, yes; 
many inventions are accidental. 
I’ve read that nearly all of mine were 
the result of accident, blind stumbl¬ 
ing upon something which I could 
not think out. But let me say this, 
-that while the idea flashes upon the 
mind suddenly, and at times in an 
apparently blind way, it is really the 
result of much thought, study and 
work along particular lines. When 
the mind is dwelling for months— 
yes, and years—upon a single phase 
of a question, it is not so strange 
that some day the right idea will 
come to the mind, I’ve had day in¬ 
spirations and night inspirations. 
I’ve almost dreamed some of my in¬ 
ventions true. I’ve worked so hard 
over them that my mind actually 
worked while I slept, and I awoke in 
the morning to find what I had been 
hunting for in my waking moments, 
for years was clear, as daylight. 
Yes; my failures more than ; out¬ 
number my successes. There are 
more inventions that I have hoped to 
make, but failed in, than all my suc¬ 
cessful ones put together. And some 
of them have absorbed more of my 
time and labor, too, than any now in 
use. *But I do not suppose that my 
life has been very different from that 
of others. The public knows our 
successes, but we keep our failures 
to ourselves. That is natural,”— 
Leslie’s Weekly.
